(claim 3) cutting a first substrate at a position where a spacer is disposed under 
the first substrate, wherein the spacer bonds the first substrate and a second substrate 
and the spacer disposed inwards of electrode pads on the second substrate; 

(claim 6) bonding an opposing substrate to a semiconductor substrate with a 
size of the opposing substrate adjusted according to a warp of the semiconductor 
substrate.
